WASHINGTON, January 17.—The Presi- 


dent today aent the following to con- 
gress* 


WAsniNOTON, January 17, 1898.—To 


Congress i I desire to invite attention 
to the necessity lor prompt legislation in 
order to remove tbe limitation of the 
time within 
which suits may be 


brought by tbe government to annul un- 
lawful or unauthorized grants of public 
lands. 


By the act of March 3,1887, the eecre- 


retary of the Interior is directed to ad- 
just each of the railroad land grants 
which may be unadjusted; and it ia pro- 
vided if it shall appear, upon the com- 
pletion of euch adjustment, or sooner, 
that the lands have been from any cause 
erroneously certiued or patented by the 
United States for the use of a company 
claiming under any ol said grants, it 
shall be the duty of the secretary of tbe 
Interior to demand a re-conveyance of 
the title to all lands so erroneously cer- 
tified or patented; and ou failure of the 
company to* make such re-conveyance 
within ninety days, the attorney gen- 
eral is required to institute and prose- 
cute, in the proper courts, necessary 
proceedings to restore the title to said 
land to the United States. 
The demands under this act have 


been numerous, and in Borne cases have 
resulted iu the reinvestment of titles to 
the lands in the United States upon de- 
mand, but in inostcases the demand has 
been refused and suite have been neces- 
sary. 
The work of adjustment has been un- 


avoidably slow. The said act make) 
provision for the reinstatement of en- 
tries erroneously cancelled;on account of 
railroad withdrawal), and upon certain 
conditions provided for the confirma- 
tion of titles derived by purchase from 
the companies of land sbowu to be; ex- 
cepted from tbe grant). It contemplate) 
a disposition of every tract described by 
tbe granting act, and an inspection of 
each tract certified or patented to tbe 
company, within such limit, to deter- 
mine whether sneii certification or pat- 
anting was proper, the listing of these 
tracts shown to be eironeously certified 
and the determination lor wbicb tract) 
lost to the grant indemnity i) to be 
allowed.

It is necessary in making such an ad- 
justment that all questions ol certifying 
claims, either between settler) and the 
road), or between tbe two roads, the 
grants lor which conflict or overlap, be 
Bnally disposed of, so that a proper die- 
Doaltfon of the land can be shown in tbe 
adjustment. While adjustments have 
proceeded with the utmost rapidity con- 
sistent with a due regard lor tbe right) 
ol tbe settlers of tbe United States, and 
of the railroad companies, and while to 
this end tbe force of adjusters has been 
largely augmented 
in the general 
land office, many ol the grants yet re- 
main unadjusted. 
In some of the grants, notnuiy the 


corporation grants, the lack of surveys 
up to the present time made the com- 
pletion of the work impossible.

today passed the pension appropriation 
bill, to the consideration of wbfch it has 
devoted the entire week, and adjourned 
until Monday. 


Mr. Bartlett raised point*) of order 
agaiust all new legislation proposed in 
the way of amendments, such as that 
looking to making a pension a "vested 
right," etc., and Mr. Dingley, who was 
in tbe chair, sustained them. In this 
way the clause in the bill changing ex- 
isting laws so as to allow irldowj.topb- 
tain pensions ncdertba act of 1690, 
whose net income did not exceed (500 
per annum, was stricken out. 


Mr. Bartlett, however, did not raim 
the point against the provisions making 
pensions under the act of 1890 rejected, 
suspended or dismissed, and afterwards 
allowed, to date from their first appli- 
cation. 
It was announced In the debate today 
that the bills covering the amendments 
ruled out today would be reported from 
the invalid pensions committee.

The bill was passed fifty days 
ahead of any previous appropriation 
bill.

Yesterday was road day at the Board 


of Supervisors, but there was a remark- 
able and gratifying absence of petitions. 
In the case of the application of J. Mals- 
bury and others for a public, road, the 
matter wae continued till February. In 
the case of the H. B. Mitchell road, al- 
ready authorized, the only bid was that 
of J. E. Mitchell, which was authorized 
to be accepted, subject to the filing of a 
bond for 60 per cent of tbe contract 
price. 


There wae a little quiet fencing dur- 


ing the afternoon over the proposed pur- 
chase of the Freano and Pine Bidee toll 
road. A committee of the board had 
recommended the purchase of the road, 
if it could be obtained for a reasonable 
sum. 
Wickersham was absent and 
Letcher did not want to press the mo- 
tion ior consideration. The road would 
cost the county $7000. A motion pre- 
vailed to postpone consideration of the 
matter sine die. Sayre, Letcher and 
Garrett voted for the postponement; 
Koee voted nay, saying that he did not 
think the county should buy the road at 
the price put upon It. 


The rock pile committee was given 


further time to report. 


Craig Aehunt, late an inmate of the 


bOBpital, who paralyzed the super' 
viaors a few days ago by asking for a 
salary of 140 a month as a practical 
gardener, appeared before the board 
with a new request, lie wanted hie 
fare paid to Stockton, aa he had a sou 
living there who would help him or sup- 
port him. Mr. AehuiBt w«B told tbat 
the son would becommunicatt^d with by 
mail, and if everything waa all right the 
railroad fare would probably be paid. 


The clerk produced a file of claims for 


fees by Constable J. N. Albin, for each 
month of the past year, It being stated 
that Mr. Albin had taken thia step on 
the advice of bis attorney. 


The board will today begin the work 


of selecting 400 trial jurors to serve for 
one year. Each supervisor makes selec- 
tions of his quota from his own district, 
and the task usually occupies two or 
three days. 


A proposition which ia liable to come 


up at tho present session relates to the 
compilation of the Great Register of the 
county for the coming presidential elec- 
tion. Tho attention of the supervisors 
of Alamerta county has been drawn to 
the matter by the district attorney of that 
county to the alteration made by the 
last legislature! in[the matter of register- 
ing voters. Under the old law this 
duty fell exclusively to the county 
duty _ _ . . 
... 
clerk and the expense was made a 
charge on the county treasury. Under 
the new act the assessor must attsiet the 
county clerk in the work of registration. 
The cutting out by the lust lugielature of 
the clauses providing for the payment 
of expenses of registration out of tho 
county funds would seem at first flight 
to work an injustice by throwing the 
cost entirely on the county clerk, but 
section 1098 clearly implies that the as- 
sessor's field deputies may be provided 
with registration blanks, and candidates 
for citizenship of the county registering 
with such deputies will be on exactly 
the same footing with those registering 
at the county clerk's odlce. There are 
many hundreds of new voters to be reg- 
istered this year, many of whom live In 
remote parts of the county, and the new 
law will be a matter of convenience to 
these, as they can practically register at 
home. The Fresno supervisors are 
already studying the altuatlon In Ala* 
oiedacounty.where the Great Register is 
marked for cancellation after February 
17th.The members of the boards are united 
in the declaration that tbe present rain 
will do good to the county roads. Mr. 
Letcher states that the 125 miles of road 
In bia district, which are almost entirely 
in the mountains, are iu excellent con- 
dition. Mr. Snyru hasastanding record 
for the (rood shape in which he keeps hi a 
roads, and Hoae and Garrett ure both 
well satisfied with the reports from their 
road masters.

EDITOR RWVBLICAW:—Allow me 
to 


state why I ministered to th« sorrowing 
husband and friends of the "French 
lady" referred to by Father Garriga, I 
below to th» Catholic (not the Roman 
Catholic) church. (See Webster's un- 
abridged for the word "Catholic"— 
"universal or general," "liberal, not 
narrow-minded, partial or bigoted." 
"This epithet it applied to tbe whole 
Christian church, although it hat been 
claimed exclusively by the church of 
Home, to which it la often limited.") 
Being a Christian Catholic, and not a 
Roman Catholic, I have made it a prac- 
tice of my life to "weep witb those who 
weep," aa Christ bid me do, whenever 1 
have eeen any in need or sorrow, It is 
true I am not an "orlhodor Roman," as 
tbe good Samaritan was not unorthodox 
Jew," when he went to the relief of the 
sufferer by the wayside, whose priest 
and Levite had passed him by on the 
other side; nevertheless, Christ con- 
demned the priest and approved the 
"uuconvecrated" Samaritan. 


I leave my action of yesterday to tbe 


same judge and am notafraidof the con- 
sequences at the judgment. Allow me 
to say that 1 waa asked if I would min- 
ister to these bereaved people in their 
sorrow, since tbeir priest refused to do 
it. Without malice, without charge and 
with only pity, prayer and a desire to do 
good to my suffering fellow man, I went. 
I did not know until after the services 
at the bouse that they desired me to go 
to the cemetery, but at that time they 
requested it, and when I saw the poor 
heart-broken man standing weeping 
over tbe remains of bis loved one, with 
a babe in bia arm and another little 
child by hie side, I said yoe, I would go 
anywhere or do anything to comfort 


Let'me say here that I was not aware 


of the fact that it was an "insult" to 
Father Garriga and the Roman church 
for a Christian Catholic minister to 
stand on that little piece of ground 
which Mr. Garriga tells us is "set apart 
for such cases," viz: "bad Catholics," 
and repeat the Lord's prayer. 


But now that I have been publicly 


notified of it, allow me in this publlo 
way to humbly beg tbe pardon of Rev. 
Garriga and the church.

offence to either and sincerely hope that 
I may do no harm while trying to do 
some good.

eminent above nil actresses of her time 
for versatility, that ruro gift of imper- 
sonation, still rarer among women than 
among men, which cau conceal tho real 
beneath tho assumed identity without 
resorting to tho common expedients of 
theatrical disguise. The phrase that such 
or such a part was assumed by thie or 
that actor is heard uvery day. It is a 
convenient, conventional and mennlug- 
lew expression. In the case of DUHO it is 
unod correctly and signifies jnsfc what
